PARIS, July 16.—Marshal Pétain has 
‘peen sent to Morocco by the French 
Government... At 5 o’clock this evening. 
he left Paris for Toulouse, whence he 
will fly to Rabat. 

~ According to an. official communiqué 
issued this evening by the Government 
the Mafsial’s mission will be ‘‘to as- 
sure in the best possible condition ‘utili- 
zation of the reinforcements sent to Mo- 
roceo and confer with Marshal Lyautey

safeguarding the seedrity of the Fretich 
zone and facilitating by their success 
against Abd-el Krim the conclusion of 
peace.” ‘These reinforcements are ‘now

DAYTON, Tenn., July 16.—Tennessee’s 
conception of the theory of evolution 
was given this morning by former At- 
torney General: Ben G. McKenzie of the 
prosecution in the Scopes trial, in 
arguing against the admissibility of 
scientific evidence. Here itis: 

‘May it please your Honor,” began 
Mr. McKenzie, ‘I do not want to be 
heard. but a few moments. (I want to 
say this: Since the beginning of this 
lawsuit, and since I began to meet these 
distinguished gentlemen,,I have gun 
to love them—every one—and it is a very 
easy task; in fact, it was a case when 
I met Colonel Darrow—a case of. love at 
first sight. These other gentlemen come 
right on, but you know they wiggled: 
around so rapidly sme rt — * not. get:} 
my love turped loose Bis apres 
a chance. But 1 love we — 
The. newspapers. have. some of them 
‘said © that - “McKenzie is ‘waving the 
bidddy ‘shirt. “T° jast watit to make this 
explanation: I have referred. to the 
great metropolitan city, and of thoge 
distinguished gentlemen being from New 
York; for this ‘reason: we have: some. of 
our own boys up -there.

NEW ONTARIO ‘TIDAL WAVE’ 


Lake Shore Residents Report Rise 
and Fall of 8 Feet. 
Special to The New York Times. 

ROCHESTER,. N. Y¥., July 16.~Hun- 
dreds of persons living along the shore 
of Lake Ontario, for fully fifteen miles 
‘either way from Charlotte, again ob- 
served a recurrence of the ‘tidal waves’ 
that appeared! in the lake in June 
shortly after the severe earthquake in 
Japan. 

The first rush: of water shoreward 
was noted about 10:30. o’clock ‘this 
morning. -Charles H. Palmer, who. has

back with a rush that carried boats 
and. driftwood some distance up from 
the shore.

man. Wait Harris Foundation. 

At the outset of his lecttre, which 
was the last of those given in the pres- 
ent Harris Institute of Politics, Mr. 
Woodhead described Great Britain, 
Japan and the United | States as the 
countries having the greatest commer- 
cial interest in China, France and Rus- 
sia, he said, have important political in- 
terests, ‘‘althorigh for the moment Rus- 
sia’s trade is negligible.’’ 

“Until recent years,” said Mr. Wood- 
head, ‘“‘the common rights of the so- 
called. treaty. wers were exercised 
through the diplomatic body at Peking, 
which acted as a unit in matters of for- 
‘eign interest, though the political aspi-. 

rations. of the powers were not always 
identical. ' Since 1914, however, there 
has been a complete change in the situ- 
ation.

'FIRBRAZES BUILDING 
“ON HART'S ISLAND 


Company ,of- Inmates Makes 
Vain Attempt to Save ‘Struc- 
ture Condemned as Trap. 


WATER PRESSURE IS LOW 


Firefighters Have to Put Thumbs 
Over Hose Nozzles—District Attor- 
ney McGeehan Sees Blaze. — 


- Fire of unknown origin «broke... out 
— before 2 o’clock ‘yesterday after- 
noon in the two-story. brick and frame 
building on Hart’s Island known as the 
‘*Town \Hall,” 100 feet behind the resi- 
dence of Warden’ Michael C. Breen, at 
the southwest.end of the island. Within 
half an hour the structure was de- 
stroyed. 


The building was sixty years old and 
had been condemned by Department of 
Correction Commissioner Frederick A. 
Wallis as a fire trap, following ‘an. tn- 
vestigation “conducted by the Bronx 
Grand Jury. The building, which used 
to house 150 inmates has, since its con- 
demnation, been unoccupied. Six carpen- 


ters under Keeper Joseph Dunn were 
working on the upper story of the 
structure when: the fire broke out. 

Dunn -turned in. an alarm which. 
brought’ the island’s fire ‘company of 
thirty men» and a -hose cart, under 
Keepers J. J. Williams and W: R. Ray- 
mond. Warden Breen-hurried from his 
home-.to the -scene, . and supervised 
the work of the firemen. While they 
were stretching. their lines of hose, the 
fire, aided by a brisk southwest wind, 
swooped down throtigh the open roof of 
the building and ignited broom straw 
and handles stored in the southern wing. 
Great clouds of blue- y smoke swept 
over the island. Sparks were carried to 
the roof of building No. 1, 150 feet away, 
which és used as a mess hall and dormi- 
pad? The roof. of. this building: burst 

flames and several inmates forming 
“ * ket brigade put the fire out before 
it gained headway. — 

In the meantime, Fire Chiet gonn 
Kenlon and Fire Commissioner Thomas 
Drennan, who were on a yacht anchored 
off the island, hastened ashore and, 
helped fight the fire... As the flames 
mounted, Warden B turned in a city 
alarm, which _brought— the  fireboat 
George B. McClellan; with e 78, 
from its slip at Ninety-ninth Street and 
the East, River. ude of the shal-: 
low water near the shore of the island, 
the boat took up a position at a dock 
half a mile away from the scene of the 
fire, Three hose lines. were stretched 
bythe firemen. The city alarm aiso 
brought Engine 70. 

Acting Battalion’ Chief Daniel F. 
Roach on his arrival reduced the num- 
ber of hose lintes-from twenty. to eight, 
thereby increasing the pressure. The 
pressure had been so low that several 
firemen had -had te put their thumbs 
over the hose’ nozzles’ to get @ stream 
of sufficient force to carry ‘into the 
building. 

A volunteer force of 100 inmates aided 
the firemen. All the prisoners were or- 
derly.. Patients in the’ hospital, a short 
distance away, became slightly alarmed,’ 
but were quieted by the information that 
they were in no danger. The 740. other 
inmates -were herded into the Adminis- 
tration mee the only. ~fireproof 
structure on island. “A cordon of 
keepers, aided 1 * two police launches, 
encircled the island to prevent any at- 
tempts at escape. None was reported, 
however. ; 

Department of Cérrection Commission- 
er Frederick A, Wallis, accompanied by 
Henry O. Schléeth, Deputy Commissioner 
Robert Tudor, District Attorney John E.
